still more astonished to learn that 
enly a small preportion of the fast 
ones possess all the requisites of 
race-horses “great campaigners. 

While speed and quality are the 
most valuable attributes that a 
horse can possess, size, style, docil. 
ity and excellent road qualities, 
combined with “soundness, must 
not be lost sight of by breeders. 
These are all hereditary qualities, 
and in order to secure them it will 
be necessary to obtain mares from 


a 


them with the greatest unformity, 
and mate them with stallions from 
families in which these 1 
were fixed characteristics. 

This seems simple enough, but 
in order to increase the chances of 
success it is necessary to go a step 
farther and get such mares as are 
by stallions that have shown a 
capacity to produce speed, or if 
not old enough for that, they (the 
stallions) should be by sires that 
have either shown their ability to 
trot fast, or produce speed, or both. 
The chances will be still farther 
increased if the animals are from 
dams which have produced win- 
ners, or are from mares whose 
produce have trotted fast. Get as
